St.. Petersburg, Jan. 
21.—With the 
Russian capital seemingly on the* verge 
of an incipient revolution, thousands 
of workmen parading the streets, agi­ 
tators and fanatics sowing the seeds 
of disorder, half the city in darkness 
and without fire protection owing to 
walkouts, 
the situation 
was 
hourly 
growing more tense when the authori­ 
ties decided 
Friday night 
to adopt 
energetic measures to preserve order, 
prevent rioting and overawe the vio­ 
lent minded, at the same time seeking 
to placate the striking workmen by 
offering satisfaction of their demands 
insofar as they are 
just and reason­ 
able, thus acting with combined firm­ 
ness and moderation. 
The government Friday night aug­ 
m ented the garrison of the city with 
200 cavalry and 1,000 infantry, brought 
from the Tsarskoe Selo and filed the 
streets especially 
in the 
disaffected 
quarters with 
heavy partols 
of sol­ 
diers. 
The refusal to permit a delegation 
of workmen to present a petition to 
Em peror Nicholas has made it known 
that the great demonstration planned 
for Sunday with its unlimited possi­ 
bilities for an outbreak, will not he per­ 
mitted to take 
place. 
At the sam e 
time, acting in 
conjunction with a 
conference of employers, it has been 
determined to offer concessions in the 
term s of employment, which the em ­ 
ployers declared the great majority of 
the workmen would be inclined to ac­ 
cept if they were guaranteed protec­ 
tion from the more violent faction. 


Leader Quietly Spirited Away. 
Late at night it was 
reported that 
F ather Gopon, the leader of the work­ 
men, had been quietly spirited away 
from his 
bodyguard and 
taken into 
custody in furtherance of the plan to 
disorganize 
the elem ents 
that 
are 
threatening the peace of the city. 
The authorities believe that by these 
steps they have the situation well in 
hand and announce that they expect 
a peaceful settlem ent of the problem. 
The situation had entered an acute 
stage Friday 
and th e strike 
had as­ 
sumed an open political stage. 
The day was one of intense excite­ 
ment. 
Mill 
after mill and 
factory 
ofter factory closed. 
Throngs of work­ 
men paraded the 
streets and when 
their colleagues refused to join them 
broke down gates and forced out the 
men. 
The whole industrial center is idle. 
All the textile mills and every printing 
office 
iii St. Petersburg are 
closed. 
One electric light plant and one w ater 
plant have shut down, and over 100,- 
000 men are out. 
Throughout 
the 
day 
workmen’s 
meetings were held at which incen­ 
diary speeches were made, the wildest 
threats being uttered as to what would 
come in the event of the authorities 
and employers failing to meet their 
demands. 


Nervous Dread Increased. 
The 
nervous dread 
of what 
the 
next few days might bring forth was 
increased by reports th at the workmen 
of Moscow, Kieff, Kharkoff, Kishineff 
and other large cities in the interior 
might join the movement. 
While the 
government and employers temporized 
the telegraphers and railroad employ­ 
es threatened 
to join the 
walkout, 
paralyzing the communication of the 
country. 
Many 
foreigners are 
pre­ 
paring to send their families abroad. 
Every newspaper in St. Petersburg has 
been forced to suspend publication, 
owing to the strike. 
The suddenness of the strike and the 
far-reaehing nature of the workmen’s 
organization was largely a surprise 
to 
the government 
and 
employers. 
Starting with the walkout 
of a few 
thousand employes of the Putiloff iron 
works, due to purely industrial causes, 
it spread as rapidly as a conflagration 
through the laboring classes of St. Pe­ 
tersburg and became general. 
At first only industrial demands were 
presented, 
such 
as shortening 
the 
hours 
of labor and 
for increase 
of 
wages; hut poverty and discontent un­ 
der the incitement of Socialistic Demo­ 
cratic agitators, led 
to the formula­ 
tion of political demands. 


Petition to the Czar. 


A petition was drawn up and large­ 
ly signed which, going 
beyond the 
complaints on which the strike origi­ 
nated, attacked the whole capitalistic 
system of the country, bitterly assail­ 
ed the present government as one of 
bureaucracy, and 
demanded 
the re­ 
form of both, asserting that death was 


preferable 
to existence under 
such 
conditions. 
This 
was to have 
been 
presented 
personally 
to 
Emperor 
Nicholas. 
A deputation of workmen 
endeavored 
to see 
his 
m ajesty 
at 
Tsarskoe Selo ami appeal 
to him to 
come to the winter palace Sunday to 
be present at an immense dem onstra­ 
tion of the industrial classes. 
It was 
planned to have all the workmen in 
St. Petersburg, headed by their leader, 
the priest, 
Gopon, in full 
gorgeous 
canonical garb, march to the palace 


and 
assemble 
in the 
great 
parade 
ground in front of the palace and there 
present the petition to his majesty. 
The deputation, however, 
will he re­ 
fused admission to Tsarskoe Selo. Tho 
government believes this will render 
a meeting on Sunday impossible. 
The employers 
at the sam e 
time, 
after conferences with the ministry of 
finance, which was the first to recog­ 
nize the gravity of the 
situation, de­ 
termined to offer concessions in wages 
ami other conditions of labor to indi­ 
vidual employes but declared it was 
impossible 


To Grant an Eight-Hour Day 


without general legislation affecting 
competitors and price regulations for 
piece work. 
Compliance with the em­ 
ployes’ demands for payment, of wages 
liming tile strike was held to he out 
of the question and the employers de­ 
clined also to permit of dictation of 
terms by other than 
their own em­ 
ployes. 
They express the belief that 
most of their employes were desirous 
of accepting the 
concessions and re­ 
turning to work if they 
could he as­ 
sured of safety from personal injury. 
There are heavy guards at the wa­ 
terworks and lighting 
plants and in 
the factory district. 
Patrols of cav­ 
alry are constantly in motion through­ 
out the city. 
Altogether 174 works in 
St. Petersburg have been closed by the 
strike. 
The management of the Puti­ 
loff iron works, where the trouble be­ 
gan, posted notices Friday night order­ 
ing the employes to receive the pay 
due them Saturday and resume work. 
This is an ultimatum, and there is ap­ 
prehension of a probable conflict. 
A 
minority of the workmen are willing 
to return to work, but the majority are 
determined to prevent them. 
No disturbance has so far been re­ 
ported.

SITUATION IS THREATENING 


S T R IK E R S 
AND 
TROOPS L IA B LE 


TO M E E T IN B A T T L E ON T H E 


C A P IT A L ’S STREETS. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 
21.—With the 
Russian capital seemingly on the verge 
of an incipient revolution, thousands 
of workmen parading the streets, agi­ 
tators and fanatics sowing the seeds 
of disorder, half the city in darkness 
and without fire protection owing to 
walkouts, 
the situation 
was 
hourly 
growing more tense when the authori­ 
ties decided 
Friday night, 
to adopt 
energetic measures to preserve order, 
prevent rioting and overawe the v io 
lent minded, at the same time seeking 
to placate the striking workmen by 
offering satisfaction of their demands 
insofar as they are 
just and reason­ 
able, thus acting with combined firm­ 
ness and moderation. 
The government Friday night aug­ 
m ented the garrison of the city with 
200 cavalry and 1,000 infantry, brought 
from the Tsarskoe Selo and filed the 
streets especially 
in the 
disaffected 
quarters with 
heavy partols 
of sol­ 
diers. 
The refusal to perm it a delegation 
of workmen to present a petition to 
Em peror Nicholas has made it known 
th a t the great demonstration planned 
for Sunday with its unlimited possi­ 
bilities for an outbreak, will not be per­ 
m itted to take 
place. 
At the sam e 
time, acting in 
conjunction with a 
conference of employers, it has been 
determined to offer concessions in the 
term s of employment, which the em ­ 
ployers declared the great majority of 
the workmen would be inclined to ac­ 
cept if they were guaranteed protec­ 
tion from the more violent faction. 


Leader Quietly Spirited Away. 
Late at night it was 
reported that 
F ather Gopon, the leader of the work­ 
men, had been quietly spirited away 
from his 
bodyguard and 
taken into 
custody in furtherance of the plan to 
disorganize 
the elem ents 
that 
are 
threatening the peace of the city. 
The authorities believe that by these 
steps they have the situation well in 
hand and announce that they expect 
a peaceful settlem ent of the problem. 
The situation had entered an acute 
stage Friday 
and the strike had as­ 
sumed an open political stage. 
T he day was one of intense excite­ 
ment. 
Mill 
after mill and 
factory 
after factory closed. 
Throngs of work­ 
men paraded the 
streets and when 
their colleagues refused to join them 
broke down gates and forced out the 
men. 
The whole industrial center is idle. 
All the textile mills and every printing 
office 
in St. Petersburg are 
closed. 
One electric light plant and one w ater 
plant have shut down, and over 100,- 
000 men are out. 
Throughout 
the 
day 
workmen's 
meetings were held at which incen­ 
diary speeches were made, the wildest 
threats being uttered as to what would 
come in the event of the authorities 
and employers failing to meet their 
demands. 


Nervous Dread Increased. 
The 
nervous dread 
of what 
the 
next few days might bring forth was 
increased by reports that the workmen 
of Moscow, Kieff, Kharkoff, Kishineff 
and other large cities in the interior 
might join the movement. 
While the 
government and employers temporized 
the telegraphers and railroad employ­ 
es threatened 
to join the 
walkout, 
paralyzing the communication of the 
country. 
Many 
foreigners are 
pre­ 
paring to send their families abroad. 
Every newspaper in St. Petersburg has 
been forced to suspend publication, 
owing to the strike. 
The suddenness of the strike and the 
far-reaching nature of the workmen's 
organization was largely a surprise 
to 
the government 
and 
employers. 
Starting with the walkout 
of a few 
thousand employes of the Putiloff iron 
works, due to purely industrial causes, 
it spread as rapidly as a conflagration 
through the laboring classes of St. Pe­ 
tersburg and became general. 
At first only industrial demands were 
presented, 
such 
as shortening 
the 
hours 
of labor and 
for increase 
of 
Wages; but poverty and discontent un­ 
der the incitement of Socialistic Demo­ 
cratic agitators, led 
to the formula­ 
tion of political demands. 


Petition to the Czar. 


A petition was drawn up and large­ 
ly signed which, going 
beyond the 
complaints on which the strike origi­ 
nated, attacked the whole capitalistic 
system of the country, bitterly assail­ 
ed the present government as one of 
Ikireaucracy, and 
demanded 
the re­ 
form of both, asserting that death was 


preferable 
to existence under 
such 
conditions. 
This 
was to have 
been 
presented 
personally 
to 
Emperor 
Nicholas. 
A deputation of workmen 
endeavored 
to see 
his m ajesty 
at 
Tsarskoe Selo and appeal 
to him to 
come to the winter palace Sunday to 
be present at an Immense dem onstra­ 
tion of the industrial classes. 
It was 
planned to have all the workmen in 
St. Petersburg, headed by their leader, 
the priest, 
Gopon, in full 
gorgeous 
canonical garb, march to the palace 


find 
«¿semble 
in the 
great 
parade 
grouwd in front of the palace and there 
present the petition to his majesty. 
The deputation, however, 
will he re­ 
fused admission to Tsarskoe Selo. The 
government believes this will render 
a meeting on Sunday impossible. 
The employers 
at the sam e 
time, 
after conferences with the ministry of 
finance, which was the first to recog­ 
nize the gravity of the 
situation, de­ 
termined to offer concessions in wages 
and other conditions of labor to indi­ 
vidual employes but declared it was 
impossible 


To Grant an Eight-Hour Day 


without general legislation affecting 
competitors and price regulations for 
piece work. 
Compliance with the em­ 
ployes’ demands for payment of wages 
during the strike was held to be out 
of the question and the employers de­ 
clined also to permit of dictation of 
terms by other than 
their own em­ 
ployes. 
They express the belief that 
most of their employes were desirous 
of accepting the 
concessions and re­ 
turning to work if they 
could he as­ 
sured of safety from personal injury. 
There are heavy guards at the wa­ 
terworks and lighting 
plants and in 
the factory district. 
Patrols of cav­ 
alry are constantly in motion through­ 
out the city. 
Altogether 174 works in 
St. Petersburg have been closed by the 
strike. 
The managem ent of the Puti­ 
loff iron works, where the trouble be­ 
gan, posted notices Friday night order­ 
ing the employes to receive the pay 
due them Saturday and resume work. 
This is an ultimatum, and there is ap- 
prehenson of a probable conflict. 
A 
minority of the workmen are willing 
to return to work, but the m ajority are 
determined to prevent them. 
No disturbance has so far been re­ 
ported.

Forced Into the Background by Serf, 
ousness of Strike Situation. 
St. Petersburg. Jan. 21.—In the m idst 
of the fever of excitement Friday over 
the strike situation the incident at the 
W inter palace on Thursday is a ttra ct­ 
ing secondary consideration. 
Sensational reports of a widespread 
conspiracy and wholesale disaffection 
in the army 
seem to be 
absolutely 
without foundation. 
Grand Duke Ser­ 
gius Michaelovitch in his preliminary 
report shows that the 
caisson of the 
battery contained charges of grape in 
readiness 
for a possible 
emergency 
such as to rake streets in case of riot­ 
ing. one of which was introduced into 
a gun in front of the saluting charge. 
The gunners are 
under arrest and 
their antecedents are being examined; 
but it is impossible to learn whether 
anything important has yet been dis­ 
covered. 
The military authorities are 
inclined to believe Hint tbo incident 
was the work of two men, one of whom 
Inserted the missiles while the other 
trained the gun. 
An eye witness has 
reported that he had seen a cannoneer 
carefully training 
the gun, 
but this 
does net 
agree with the 
statem ent 
made by Grand 
Duke Sergius 
to a 
prominent m ilitary attache 
that the 
gun must have 
been pointed 
down­ 
ward, as the 
charge struck 
the iee, 
ricochetting and two 
balls entering 
the imperial pavilion. 
One ball also 
pierced a palace window, others strik­ 
ing the facade of the palace or actual­ 
ly flying over the palace and dropping 
around the statue of Alexander I. in 
the palace square beyond.

LIFE AND WORK OF 
ANDREW CARNEGIE 


Supt, T. B. Hartley’s Interesting 
Review of Life and Character 
of Philanthropist 


STARTED WITHOUT A DOLLAR 


Something Aboutthe Largeness 


of His 
Heart 
and 
Big 
Amounts Expended 


The following is the excellent address 
delivered by S u p t T. 11. Hartley at the 
dedicatory ceremonies of the Brainerd 
public library which were held at the 
Brainerd opera 
house on 
I hursday 


evening; 
“ In a one and one half story cottage 
in the romantic town of Dunfermline, 
w as 
Scotland, sixty seven years 
ago 
born a boy d estin ed in some respects to 
outdo every other boy ever born. 
This 
was Andrew Carnegie. 
At Dunferm­ 
line 1 io the remains of several Scottish 
Kings, Robert Bruce, many noted men, 
and it was the birthplace of C harles I., 
the hapless king of England. 
1 he sur­ 
roundings were such as to stir any boy 
with a fondness for history, and culti 
vato a patriotic .spirit. 
“ The Carnegie family consisted of 
four members, the fatherja hand weaver, 
mother, and two sons,Tom and Andrew 
When Andrew was eleven years old his 
father announced to the family that he 
could no longer moke a living in Scot­ 
land, so after a consultation the decis­ 
ion was made to come to Pittsburg 
Penn. 
After arrival the whole family 
set to work to earn a living. 
Andrew’s 
first year in America was put in as l>ob* 
bin-boy in a factory at $1.20 per week 
The second year was put in at a more 
laborious job of tiring the steam boilers 
in a factory for $2,50 per week, 
The 
third year was put in as messenger at a 
telegraph office at $3 per week. 
In a 
few months Andrew learned to take 
messages by ear, but most of the mes 
ares were printed in the Morse alpha 
bet on long strips of paper. 
W hile in 
this position ha borrowed books from a 
friendly minister and studied hard late 
at night. 
He hoped to be able to write 
pieces for the papers, perhaps books 
The next year he was assigned a station 
as operator at $300 a year. 
He made a 
dollar a week transcribing papers 
“ When Andrew was sixteen his father 
died and the main support of the family 
fell upon Andrew. 
He met Mr. Thomas 
A. Scott, superintendent of the Pitt* 
burg division of the Pennsylvania Rail 
way who advised him to buy ten ahar«* 
of stock in the Adams Express Com 
pany, and his mother journeyed to Ohio 
to borrow the money. 
This was An­ 
drew’s first investment. 
When the civil 
war broke out Andrew was twenty-four 
and Mr. Scott became n.-sistaot secre­ 
tary of war. 
Andrew had much to tlo 
with the transportation of troops and 
munitions. 
He invented the telegraph* 
cipher code used by the government 
during the war. 
Though not a regular 
ly enlisted soldier he was among the 
last to leave the battle of Bull Run. 
Mr. Scott did not long remain in the 
government service, but soon returned 
to Pennsylvania. 
At twenty-six Andrew 
became superintendent of the Pittsburg 
division of the Pennsylvania Railway, 
and this was the last position he held 
as an employe. 
He borrowed $220 to 
buy MMAterest in the WuodiutT sleep­ 
ing car, and later sold for a neat sum. 
The Woodruff company was really the 
beginning of the present Pullman com 
pany. 
Andrew was one of a band of 
men who planned to catch the mineral 
oil which had always flows away on the 
water of the streams. 
In a short time 
this company went under the manage­ 
ment of Mr. Rockefeller and it after­ 
ward became the Standard Oil company. 
Andrew sold this interest for a good 
figure, as the eompay had been prosper­ 
ous. 
As superintendent of the railroad 
Carnegie discovered that iron bridges 
would be necessary. 
His first venture 
in iron was in the manufacture of axles 
from scrap iron. 
To furnish bridge 
iron he organized the Keystone Com­ 
pany which manufactured and erected 
many of the first iron bridges. The 
Company became prosperous, and was 
really the beginning of the present F .S . 
Steel company. 
In 1897, at the ago of 
sixty, Mr. Carnegie retired from busi­ 
ness with a capital of $250,(XX),000 which 
produced an income of $13,000,000, or 
$.‘15,000 for every working day. This is the 
business side of Mr. Carnegie’s charac­ 
ter. 
“ There are several other traits of his 
character which are very interesting. 
“ He never took a lay-off for attonding 
school. 
He never went to school a day 
after bo was eleven years old, and very 
little before he was eleven. 
It is re­ 
m arkable that he realized his hopes 
about writing, and his articles have at­ 
tracted the attention of the leading 
men of the age. One trait much ad­ 
mired is his loyalty, devotion, and pro­ 
found respect always bestowed upon his 
mother. 
No matter how busy or how 
much he wished the time for study, he 
always took time to look after every 
wish and comfort of his mother. Some 
of the finest tributes any man ever paid 
to his mother are to be found among 
Carnegie’s writings. 
He did not marry 


until his mother died because he wished 
every possible hour to be devoted to her 
pleasure and comfort. 
“ Another trait is, though immensely 
wealthy, he is not given to show. 
He is 
plain in his tastes and free from ex 
cessive wine, tobacco, and gambling. 
He so looks down on chance that he 
never bought or sold a share of stock on 
exchange in his life. 
He has the trait 
of fondness for nature and travel. 
He 
has crossed the Atlantic more than sixtj 
times, has visited Mexico, and most of 
the United tftates, Canada and Europe* 
and has been around the world. 
In his 
descriptions of his trip around the world 
there are passages as tine as any to be 
found in Irving or Hawthorne. 
Per 
haps the trait in Mr, Carnegie that 
makes him s * successful is a keen per 
ception of men and things. He has a 
great liking for young men of poverty 
and energy and has developed such men 
as Erick and Schwab. 
“ In the war he saw the need of a 
cipher code and invented one. 
He saw 
the value of the 
sleeping ear and 
adopted it. 
He saw the value of mineral 
pH an d manufactured it. 
He saw the 
value of iron bridges and built them. 
He saw the value of the Bessemer steel 
process and improved it. 
He saw the 
value of steel ships and materially aided 
in building them. 
Another trait is his 
breadth of mind and information. 
Ib ­ 
is well read in history, biography, poli­ 
tics, economics, and is a good praetiea! 
mathematician 
and 
chemist. 
He is 
fond of music and has built chapels and 
aided 
musical societies 
all over the 
world. 
His favorite authors are Shakes­ 
peare and Burns, and scarcely a day 
passes without he reads or recites from 
these and other good authors. 
No man 
read his articles paying tribute 
to 
poverty without seeing that he dislikes 
kings, princes, and aristocrats. 
No man 
ever accused Mr. Carnegie of being an 
aristocrat. 
He lives in a simple and 
plain way. 
No man can read his articles on 
finance without realizing the correct- 
ness of his views and the breadth of his 
mind, and one cannot read his “ Gospel 
of Wealth” without seening that Mr. 
Carnegie is in advance of every other 
writer 
on the 
subject. Twenty-five 
years ago, he visited .lapan and declared 
that he would live to see Japan the 
leading nation of Asia. 
Still another 
trait of Mr. Carnegie is his fondness for 
the men who do the thinking and work 
of the 
world. 
Among his 
personal 
friends an* such men as Gladstone, 
Chamberlain, Garfield, Cleveland, Mc­ 
Kinley, Morley, and a long list of scien­ 
tific men. 
lb* has the faculty of mak­ 
ing and keeping friends. 
In all these 
things Mr. Carnegie has been equaled 
by other men, but there is another trait 
of his character that has never equaled, 
and that is his views on the distribu­ 
tion of wealth, ami the kind feeling ho 
ha- for the poor and earnest young men 
of the world. 
His whole philosophy on 
this subject may be summed up into 
two sentences; “ Poverty is a blessing 
and inherited wealth is a curse to any 
boy.” “ The 
man who 
dies 
rich in 
money dies disgraced.” 
In May, 1902, 
Mr. Carnegie announced that any Eng­ 
lish speaking town in the world might 
apply for a library. 
Brainerd is an 
English-speaking town and made an ap­ 
plication and was accepted. Since that 
day 019 American cities have Carnegie li­ 
bra ric-s. 
New York and Pennsylvania 
have enjoyed the graatest munificence 
with about six millions each. 
Five oth­ 
er states, California, Missouri, Michigan, 
Ohio and Illinois come next with about 
$1,'XX),OCX) each. 
Minnesota has 28 Car­ 
negie libraries at a cost of $409,000* 
1 Du­ 
luth, St. Cloud, Little Falls, Brainerd 
and our neighboring city of Fargo are 
among them. 
According to countries 
the benefactions are distributed to Eng 
land, Ireland, Scotland, Canada, Aus 
tralia. New Zealand, Tasmania, Porto 
Rico and the United States which re 
ceives about forty millions. 
The total 
benefactions approximate 150 millions 
“ Among our presidents are W aching 
ton, Jefferson, Madison, Lincoln and 
Garfield who expressed a hope that at 
some time there would be a gr< at uni 
versity at Washington. 
Mr. Carnegie 
taking up their idea, came forward with 
ten millions and founded the Carnegh 
Institute, naming many of the principal 
men of the country, including the presi 
dent, as trustees. 
“ Personally Mr. Carnegie is five feet 
five inches high, has large shoulders, a 
well shaped head, large gray eyes, a 
square chin, a high broad forehead and 
a pleasing voice. 
His family circle con­ 
sists of his wife, httle daughter and 
Mrs. Carnegie’s sister. 
His home is in 
New York and his foreign home isSkibo 
Castle in the northern part of Scotland, 


H e is an American citizen. 
The main 
lines of his life have been intense activ 
ity of brain and body. The hope is ex­ 
pressed that Brainerd and all places to 
which his wealth may go will be benetit- 
ted.”

Supt. T. B. Hartley’s Interesting 


Review of Life and Character 


of Philanthropist 


STARTED WITHOUT A DOLLAR

The following is the excellent address 
delivered by Supt. T. ll. Hartley ut the 
dedicatory ceremonies of tho Brainerd 
public library which were held at the 
Brainerd opera 
house on 
Thursday 
evening: 
“ In a one and one half story cottage 
in the romantic town of Dunfermline, 
Scotland, sixty seven years 
ago was 
born a boy destined in some respects to 
outdo every other boy ever born. 
This 
was Andrew Carnegie. 
At Dunferm­ 
line Iio tho remains of several Scottish 
Kings, Robert Bruce, many noted men, 
and it was the birthplace of Charles I., 
the hapless king of England. The sur­ 
roundings were such as to stir any boy 
with a fondness for history, and culti­ 
vate a patriotic spirit. 
“The Carnegie family consisted of 
four members, the fatherja hand weaver, 
mother, nnd two sons, Tom and Andrew 
When Andrew was eleven years old his 
fathor announced to tho family that he 
could no longer make a living in Scot­ 
land, so after a consultation the decis­ 
ion was made to come to Pittsburg, 
Penn. 
After arrival tho whole family 
set to work to earn a living. 
Andrew’s 
first year in America was p u t in as bob­ 
bin-boy in a factory at $1.20 per week. 
Tho second year was put in at a more 
laborious job of firing the steam boilers 
in a factory for $2.50 per we ek. The 
third year was put in as messenger at a 
telegraph office at Sd per week. 
I n a 
few months Andrew learned to take 
messages by ear, but most of the rues 
ares were printed in the Morse alpha­ 
bet on long strips of paper. 
While in 
this position he borrowed books from a 
friendly minister and studied hard late 
at night. 
He hoped to be able to write 
pieces for the papers, perhaps books. 
The next year he was assigned a station 
as operator at $.‘100 a year. 
He made a 
dollar a week transcribing papers. 
“When Andrew was sixteen his father 
died and th* main support of the family 
fell upon Andrew. 
He met M r.Thomas 
A. Scott, superintendent of the P itts­ 
burg division of the Pennsylvania Hail 
way who advised him to buy ten shares 
of stock in the Adams Express Com­ 
pany, and his mother journeyed to Ohio 
to borrow the money. 
This was An 
drew’s first investment. 
When the civil 
war broke out Andrew was twenty four 
and Mr. Scott became assistant secre­ 
tary of war. 
Andrew had much to 
with the transportation of troops and 
munitions. 
He invented the telegraph 
cipher code used by the government 
during the war. 
Though not a regular­ 
ly enlisted soldier he was among the 
last to leave the battle of Bull Run 
Mr. Scott did not long remain in the 
government service, but soon returned 
to Pennsylvania. 
At twenty-six Andrew 
became superintendent of the Pittsburg 
division of the Pennsylvania Railway 
and this was the last position he held 
as an employe. 
He borrowed $220 to 
buy an-ioterest in the Woodruff sleep 
ing car, and later sold for a neat sum 
The Woodruff company was really tho 
beginning of the present Pullman com 
pany. 
Andrew was one of a band of 
men who planned to catch the mineral 
oil which had always flows away on the 
water of the streams. 
In a short time 
this company went under the manage 
ment of Mr. Rockefeller and it after­ 
ward became the Standard Oil company 
Andrew' sold this interest for a good 
figure, as the compay had been prosper 
ous. 
As superintendent of the railroad 
Carnegie discovered th a t iron bridges 
would be necessary. 
His first venture 
in iron was in tho m anufacture of axles 
from scrap iron. 
To furnish bridge 
iron he organized the Keystone Com 
pany which m anufactured and erected 
many of tho first iron bridges. The 
Company became prosperous, and was 
really the beginning of the present U. S 
Steel company. 
In 181)7, at the age of 
sixty, Mr. Carnegie retired from busi 
ness with a capital of $250,000,000 which 
produced an income of $15,(XXI,(XX), or 
£15,000 for every working day. This is tho 
business side of Mr. Carnegie’s charac 
tor. 
“There are several other traits of his 
character which are very interesting. 
“He never took a lay-off for attending 
school. 
He never went to school a day 
after he was eleven years old, and very 
little before he was eleven. 
It is re 
markable tiiat he realized his hopes 
about writing, and his articles have at 
tracted the attention of tho leading 
men of the age. 
One trait much ad 
mired is his loyalty, devotion, and pro 
found respect always bestowed upon his 
mother. 
No m atter how busy or how 
much he wished the time for study, he 
always took time to look after every 
wish and comfort of his mother. 
Some 
of the finest tributes any man ever paic 
to his mother are to be found among 
Carnegie’s writings. 
He did not marry 


until his mother died because he wished 
every possible hour to be devoted to lier 
pleasure ami comfort. 
“Another trait is, though immensely 
wealthy, ho is not given to show. 
He is 
plain in his tastes and free from ex­ 
cessive wine, tobacco, and gambling. 
He so looks dowm on chanco th at he 
never bought or sold a share of stock on 
exchange in fiis life.

found in Irving or Hawthorne.

haps the trait in Mr. Carnegie that 
makes him s > successful is a keen per 
ception of men and things. 
Ile has a 
great liking for young men of poverty 
anti energy and has developed such men 
as Erick and Schwab. 
“ In the war ho saw’ the need of a 
cipher code and invented one. 
He saw 
the value of the sleeping car 
and 
adopted it. 
Ho saw the value of mineral 
oil and m anufactured it. 
He saw tho 
aluo of iron bridges and built them. 
Ho saw the value of the Bessemer steel 
irocess and improved it. 
He saw the 
alue of steel ships and materially aided 
n building them. 
Another trait is his 
adth of mind and information. 
Ho 
ir.' 
well read in history, biography, poli­ 
tics, economics, nnd is a good practical 
m athematician 
and 
chemist. 
He is 
fond of music and has built chapels and 
ded 
musical societies 
all over the 
world. 
His favorite authors are Shakes­ 
peare and Burns, and scarcely a day 
passes without ho reads or recites from 
these and other good authors. 
No man 
read his articles paying tribute 
to 
poverty without seeing th at ho dislikes 
kings, princes, and aristocrats. 
No man 
ever accused Mr. Carnegie of being an 
aristocrat. 
He lives in a simple and 
plain way. 
‘No man can read his articles on 
finance without realizing the correct­ 
ness of his views and the breadth of his 
mind, and one cannot read his “Gospel 
of W ealth” without seening that Mr. 
Carnegie is in advance of every other 
writer 
on tin* 
subject. 
Twenty five 
years ago,he visited .Japan and declared 
th at he would live to see Japan tile 
leading nation of Asia. 
Still another 
trait of Mr. Carnegie is his fondness for 
the men who do the thinking and work 
of the 
world. 
Among his 
personal 
friends are such men as Gladstone, 
Chamberlain, Garfield, Cleveland, Mc­ 
Kinley, Morley, and a long list of scien­ 
tific men. 
He has the faculty of m ak­ 
ing and keeping friends. 
In all these 
things Mr. Carnegie has been equaled 
by other men, but there is another trait 
of his character that has never equaled, 
and th at is his view’s on the distribu­ 
tion of wealth, and the kind feeling ho 
has for the poor and earnest young men 
of the world. 
His whole philosophy on 
this subject may be summed up into 
two sentences: 
“Poverty is a blessing 
and inherited wealth is a curse to any 
boy.” 
“The 
man who 
dies 
rich in 
money dies disgraced.” 
In May, 1902, 
Mr. Carnegie announced that any E ng­ 
lish-speaking town in the w’orld might 
apply for a library. 
Brainerd is an 
English-speaking tow’n and made an ap­ 
plication and was accepted. 
Since that 
day 019 American cities have Carnegie li­ 
braries. 
New York and Pennsylvania 
have enjoyed the greatest munificence 
with about six millions each. 
Five o th ­ 
er states, California, Missouri, Michigan, 
Ohio and Illinois come next with about 
$1,300,000 each. 
Minnesota has 28 C ar­ 
negie libraries at a cost of $409,000. 
D u ­ 
luth, St. Cloud, Little Falls, Brainerd 
and our neighboring city of Fargo are 
among them. 
According to countries 
the benefactions are distributed to Eng­ 
land, Ireland, Scotland, Canada, Aus­ 
tralia, New Zealand, Tasmania, Porto 
Rico and the United States which re­ 
ceives about forty millions. 
The total 
benefactions approximate 150 millions. 
“Among our presidents are W ashing­ 
ton, Jefferson, Madison, Lincoln and 
Garfield who expressed a hope th a t at 
some time there would be a great uni­ 
versity at Washington. 
Mr. Carnegie, 
taking up their idea, came forward with 
ten millions and founded the Carnegie 
Institute, naaiing many of tho principal 
men of the country, including the presi­ 
dent, as trustees. 
“Personally Mr. Carnegie is five feet 
live inches high, has large shoulders, a 
well shaped head, large gray eyes, a 
square chin, a high broad forehead nnd 
a pleasing voice. 
His family circle con­ 
sists of his wife, little daughter and 
Mrs. Carnegie's sister. 
His home is in 
New York and his foreign home isSkibo 
Castle in the northern part of Scotland. 
He is an American citizen. 
Tho main 
linos of his life have been intense activ­ 
ity of brain and body. 
The hope is ex­ 
pressed th a t Brainerd and all places to 
which his wealth may go will be benefit­ 
ted.”

Supt. T. B. Hartley’s Interesting 


Review of Life and Character 


of Philanthropist 


STARTED WITHOUT A DOLLAR 


Something About the Largeness 


of His 
Heart 
and 
Big 


Amounts Expended 
The following is the excellent address 
delivered by Supt. T. 15. Hartley at the 
dedicatory ceremonies of the Brainerd 
public library which were held at the 
llrainerd opera house on Thursday 
evening: 
“In a one and one half story cottage 
in the romantic town of Dunfermline, 
Scotland, sixty seven years ago was 
born a boy destined in some respects to 
outdo every other boy ever born. rl his 
was Andrew Carnegie. At Dunferm­ 
line lio the remains of several Scottish 
Kings, Robert Bruce, many noted men, 
and it was the birthplace of Charles I., 
the hapless king of Kngland. The sur­ 
roundings were such as to stir any boy 
with n fondness for history, and culti­ 
vate a patriotic spirit. 
“The Carnegie family consisted of 
four members, the fatherja hand weaver, 
mother, nnd two sons,Tom and Andrew 
When Andrew was eleven years old his 
fathor announced to the family that he 
could no longer make a living in Scot­ 
land, so after a consultation the decis­ 
ion was made to come to Pittsburg, 
Penn. After arrival the whole family 
set to work to earn a living. Andrew’s 
first year in America was put in as bob- 
bin-boy in a factory at $1.20 per wTeek. 
The second year was put in at a more 
laborious job of firing the steam boilers 
in a factory for 82.50 per wcek. The 
third year was put in as messenger at a 
telegraph oflice at 85 per week. In a 
few months Andrew learned to take 
messages by ear, but most of the mes 
ages were printed in the Morse alpha­ 
bet on long strips of paper. While in 
this position he borrowed books from a 
friendly minister and studied hard late 
at night. He hoped to be able to write 
pieces for the papers, perhaps books 
The next year he was assigned a station 
as operator at $.‘100 a year. Ho made a 
dollar a week transcribing papers. 
“When Andrew was sixteen his father 
died and the main support of the family 
fell upon Andrew. He met Mr.Thomas 
A. Scott, superintendent of the Pitts 
burg division of the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
way who advised him to buy ten shares 
of stock in the Adams Express Com­ 
pany, and his mother journeyed to Ohio 
to borrow the money. This was An­ 
drew’s first investment. When the civil 
war broke out Andrew was twenty four 
and Mr. Scott became assistant secre­ 
tary of war. Andrew had much to do 
with the transportation of troops and 
munitions. He invented the telegrapic 
cipher code used by the government 
during the war. Though not a regular­ 
ly enlisted soldier he was among the 
last to leave the battle of Hull Run 
Mr. Scott diil not long remain in the 
government service, but soon returned 
to Pennsylvania. At twenty-six Andrew 
became superintendent of the Pittsburg 
division of the Pennsylvania Railway, 
and this was the last position he held 
as an employe. He borrowed $220 to 
buy a«4ftterest in the Woodruff sleep­ 
ing car, and later sold for a neat sum. 
The Woodruff company was really tho 
beginning of the present Pullman com 
pany. Andrew was one of a band of 
men who planned to catch the mineral 
oil which had always flows away on the 
water of the streams. In a short time 
this company went under the manage­ 
ment of Mr. Rockefeller and it after­ 
ward became the Standard Oil company. 
Andrew sold this interest for a good 
figure, as the eompay had been prosper­ 
ous. 
As superintendent of the railroad 
Carnegie discovered that iron bridges 
would be necessary. His first venture 
in iron was in tho manufacture of axles 
from scrap iron. To furnish bridge 
iron he organized the Keystone Com­ 
pany which manufactured and erected 
many of tho first iron bridges. The 
Company became prosperous, and was 
really the beginning of the present U.S. 
Steel company. In 1897, at the age of 
sixty, Mr. Carnegie retired from busi 
ness with a capital of 8250,000,000 which 
produced an income of $13,000,(XX), or 
$35,000 for every working day. This is tho 
business side of Mr. Carnegie’s charac­ 
ter. 
“There are several other traits of his 
character which nre very interesting. 
“lie never took a lay-off for attending 
school. He never went to school a day 
after ho was eleven years old, and very 
little before he was eleven. It is re­ 
markable that he realized his hopes 
about writing, and his articles have at­ 
tracted the attention of tho leading 
men of the age. One trait much ad 
mired is his loyalty, devotion, and pro­ 
found respect always bestowed upon his 
mother. No matter how busy or how 
much he wished the time for study, he 
always took time to look after every 
wish and comfort of his mother. Some 
of the finest tributes any man ever paid 
to his mother are to be found among 
Carnegie’s writings. He did not marry 


until his mother died because he wished 
every possible hour to be devoted to her 
pleasure and comfort. 
“Another trait is, though immensely 
wealthy, ho is not given to show. He is 
plain in his tastes and free from ex­ 
cessive wine, tobacco, and gambling. 
Ho so looks down on chanco that he 
never bought or sold a share of stock on 
exchange in his life. Ho has tho trait 
of fondness for nature and travel. He 
has crossed the Atlantic more than sixty 
times, has visited Mexico, and most of 
the United States, Canada and Europe, 
and has been around the world. In his 
descriptions of his trip around the world 
thoro are passages as fine as nny to be 
found in Irving or Hawthorne. Per 
haps the trait in Mr. Carnegie that 
makes him s> successful is a keen per 
ception of men and things. He has a 
great liking for young men of poverty 
and energy and has developed such men 
as Frick and Schwab. 
“In the war ho saw the need of a 
cipher code and invented one. He saw 
the value of the sleeping car and 
adopted it. Ho saw the value of mineral 
oil and manufactured it. He saw tho 
value of iron bridges and built them. 
Ho saw the value of the Bessemer steel 
process and improved it. He saw the 
value of steel ships and materially aided 
in building them. Another trait is his 
breadth of mind and information. He 
is well read in history, biography, poli­ 
tics, economics, and is a good practical 
mathematician and chemist. He is 
fond of music and has built chapels and 
aided 
musical societies all over the 
world. His favorite authors are Shakes­ 
peare and Burns, and scarcely a day 
passes without he reads or recites from 
these and other good authors. No man 
read his artielos paying tribute to 
poverty without seeing that he dislikes 
kings, princes, and aristocrats. No man 
ever accused Mr. Carnegie of being an 
aristocrat. He lives in a simple and 
plain way. 
No man can read his articles on 
finance without realizing the correct­ 
ness of his views and the breadth of his 
mind, and one cannot read his “(Jospel 
of Wealth” without seening that Mr. 
Carnegie is in advance of every other 
writer on the subject. Twenty five 
years ago,he visited Japan and declared 
that he would live to see .Japan the 
leading nation of Asia. Still another 
trait of Mr. Carnegie is his fondness for 
the men who do the thinking and work 
of the 
world. Among his 
personal 
friends are such men as Gladstone, 
Chamberlain, Garfield, Cleveland, Me 
Kinley, Morley, and a long list of scien­ 
tific men. He has the faculty of mak­ 
ing and keeping friends. In all these 
things Mr. Carnegie has been equaled 
by other men, but there is another trait 
of his character that has never equaled, 
and that is his views on the distribu­ 
tion of wealth, and the kind feeling ho 
has for the poor and earnest young men 
of the world. His whole philosophy on 
this subject may be summed up into 
two sentences: “Poverty is a blessing 
and inherited wealth is a curse to any 
boy.” “The 
man who dies 
rich in 
money dies disgraced.” In May, 1902, 
Mr. Carnegie announced that any Eng- 
lish-spoaking town in the world might 
apply for a library. Brainerd is an 
English-speaking town and made an ap­ 
plication and was accepted. Since that 
day (519 American cities have Carnegie li­ 
braries. New York and Pennsylvania 
have enjoyed the greatest munificence 
with about six millions each. Five oth­ 
er states, California, Missouri, Michigan, 
Ohio and Illinois come next with about 
$1,300,000 each. Minnesota has 28 Car­ 
negie libraries at a cost of $409,000. D u­ 
luth, St. Cloud, Little Falls, Brainerd 
and our neighboring city of Fargo are 
among them. According to countries 
the benefactions are distributed to Eng­ 
land, Ireland, Scotland, Canada, Aus­ 
tralia, New Zealand, Tasmania, Porto 
Rico and the United States which re­ 
ceives about forty millions. 
The total 
benefactions approximate 150 millions. 
“Among our presidents are Washing­ 
ton, Jefferson, Madison, Lincoln and 
Garfield who expressed a hope that at 
some time there would be a great uni­ 
versity at Washington. 
Mr. Carnegie, 
taking up their idea, came forward with 
ten millions and founded the Carnegie 
Institute, naming many of the principal 
men of the country, including the presi­ 
dent, as trustees. 
“Personally Mr. Carnegie is five foot 
five inches high, has large shoulders, a 
well shaped head, large gray eyes, a 
square chin, a high broad forehead and 
a pleasing voice. His family circle con­ 
sists of his wife, little daughter and 
Mrs. Carnegie’s sister. His home is in 
New York and his foreign home isSkibo 
Castle in the northern part of Scotland. 
He is an American citizen. 
Tho main 
lines of his life have been intense activ­ 
ity of brain and body. The hope is ex­ 
pressed that Brainerd and all places to 
which his wealth may go will be benefit- 
ted.”

jail for a violation. 
No corporation or 
Institution is exempt. 
Under the pro­ 
visions there can be no recovery from 
a victim in the courts, when futures 
are Involved, 
Hard on the heels of the Wells buck­ 
et shop bill cam e on»* from G. Erick­ 
son of Canby. 
Mr. Erickson exempts 
legitimately organized boards of trade 
and cham bers of comm erce and would 
confine his prohibition entirely to i n ­ 
dividuals and 
so-called irresponsible 
corporations 
Mr. Erickson, however, 
would require publicity in all tr a n s a c ­ 
tions and 
for violations 
specifies a 
fine of not loss than $500 or im prison­ 
ment until it was paid.

George K. Koch must stand another 
trial for the alleged murder of Dr. I.. 
A. Gebhardt. 
The jury, after being out forty-one 
hours, came into court at 9:40 a. m. 
and announced Its inability to agree 
upon a verdict. Judge Webber there­ 
upon discharged the jury. 
Not since the twelve men retired to 
deliberate on the case has the jury 
Indicated a desire for further instruc­ 
tion from the court nor has a single 
word leaked from the juryroora to lu­ 
diente how the members stood on the 
question of conviction or innocence. 
As near as can be ascertained the 
Jury stood nine for acquittal and three 
for conviction. 
Attorney Brown, in the interest of 
the defendant, made a motion for an 
immediate new trial. This the court 
denied on the grounds that General 
Childs, the prosecuting attorney, did 
not desire immediate retrial. 


Defense Wanted N ew Trial. 
The defense made a second motion 
that the case tie brought to trial again 
in this county Feb. 1 or thereabouts, 
which was also denied. A third mo­ 
tion by Attorney Brown was that a 
new trial be granted at the regular 
May term of court. General Childs 
suggested to the court that a change 
of venue be taken, citing the impossi­ 
bility of securing another jury in 
Brown county. Judge Webber con­ 
curred in General Child’s statement, 
sayingthat lie deemed it. next to impos­ 
sible to secure a fair and impartial 
Jury to sit in this case again in this 
county without great cost. 
Attorney Brown asked that the court 
fix the amount of bail for Dr. Koch, 
hut this whs not done when court ad­ 
journed. It is not believed hail will 
be granted. Koch was taken bark to 
Jail when court adjourned until Sat­ 
urday. 
At a meeting of Judge Webber and 
the attorneys for the state and the de­ 
fense Friday afternoon it was decided 
to adjourn until Jan. 2k. when court 
would be called and the change of 
venue and bail questions decided. 
ft is now practically decided that 
the case will be tried in St. James, as 
it is most conveniently located and 
out of the district.

Ft. Paul, Jan. 21.—The members of 
the house ran rampant Friday in the 
introduction 
of bills. Twenty-four 
were* Introduced. 
Two bills abolishing bucket shops, 
one limiting the powers of the board 
of control, several for claims ranging 
in amounts from $5,000 to $6,000, and 
another extending the life of the cap­ 
ítol commission 0110 year were among 
the most important. 
R. J. Wells, Breckenridge, would 
abolish bucket shops and “bucketing” 
in every form. In his bill he brands 
"bucketing,” or, to be more specific, 
“dealing in futures,” as gambling, pure 
and simple, and provide» a fine of not 
less than $500, and imprisonment in 
jail for a violation. No corporation or 
institution is exempt. Under the pro­ 
visions there can lie 110 recovery from 
a victim in the courts, when futures 
are involved. 
Hard on the heels of the Wells buck­ 
et shop bill came one from G. Erick­ 
son of Canby. Mr. Erickson exempts 
legitimately organized boards of trade 
and chambers of commerce and would 
confine his prohibition entirely to in­ 
dividuals and so-called irresponsible 
corporations. Mr. Erickson, however, 
would require publicity in all transac­ 
tions and for violations specifies a 
fine of not less than $500 or imprison­ 
ment until it was paid. 


Substitute for Horton Bill. 
A forerunner ot capitol commission 
bills, designed as a substitute for the 
Horton bill, passed by the senate, was 
received in the shape of a bill by R. 
L. Morak of Bricelyn. Mr. Morak 
would give the present capitol commis­ 
sion another year’s lease of life, after 
which the new building would pass in­ 
to the control of a commission to he 
composed of the governor, auditor, 
secretary of state and the attorney 
general. Mr. Morak’s bill provides 
$10 ,000 annually for the maintenance 
of the building. 
A bill directed at the curtailment of 
the powers and duties of the hoard of 
control was introduced by Mr. Morley. 
He would take from the management 
of the board the university, the state 
normal schools, the schools for the 
deaf, dumb and blind and the state 
public schools. 
Further labor legislation urged by 
the State Federation of Labor was 
fathered in a bill by Mr. Selb, Ramsey 
county, amending the constitution to 
th<* extent of prohibiting the legisla­ 
ture from limiting the amount recover­ 
able for injuries in case of death, and 
a bill by Mr. Haskell, requiring the 
filing of sales or assignment of wages 
with employers. 
Mr Lund of Minneapolis had a bill 
raising the minimum price for state 
school lands to $10 an acre. The pres­ 
ent figure is $5 an acre. 
The state drainage law, under which 
the state has drained large areas of 
swamp lands and reclaimed thousands 
of a res of land, has apparently been 
repealed by the statue revision com­ 
missions new code. 
The house adjourned to 10 o’clock 
Tuesday morning. 


S H O R T S E S S IO N IN T H E S E N A T E . 


Only Five 
Bills 
Introduced 
and 
Re­ 
ferred. 
The senate met for a short session 
and adjourned till 10 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. Five bills were introduced 
and referred. 
One of these, by Senator Wilson, has 
to do with the new revised code. It 
provides that the general laws of the 
state be revised, consolidated and re­ 
arranged in the manner accomplished 
by the commission, which revision is 
to be known as the “Revised Laws of 
Minnesota.” The revision is not to be 
in operation till Dec. 1, of this year. 
Senator .Tepson introduced another 
fellow-employe act. According to this 
proposed measure every person or cor­ 
poration shall be liable for all dam­ 
ages sustained by any agent, servant 
or employe without any contributory 
negligence on his part, in consequence 
of the fault or negligence of the master 
or the fault or negligence of any other 
agent. 
Senator Eberhard introduced a bill 
providing for the appointment of a 
state highway commission composed 
of three members named by the gov­ 
ernor for one, two and three years re­ 
spectively. The board shall elect a 
president and a secretary, the latter to 
be a civil engineer and expert road 
builder. A fund is provided by the 
levying of one twentieth of a mill on 
each dollar of valuation. There is ap­ 
propriated from the road and bridge 
fund of < .*»* state $6,000 annually. 
County boards can secure state aid to 
the amount of one-third the contract 
price by giving notice to the highway 
commission of the proposed improve­ 
ment and submitting plans and speci­ 
fications. The other two-thirds of the 
exjxnse is met by the county. 
Senator McGill fathered a bill au­ 
thorizing the governor or other legal 
custodian of the old capitol or other 
public buildings to provide for their 
use and occupancy for assemblages of 
the G. A. R.

Interstate Commerce Commission Sus­ 
tains a Complaint. 
Washington, Jan. 21.—The inter­ 
state commerce commission Friday an­ 
nounced its decision in the Chicago 
Live Stock Exchange case, sustaining 
that organization’s complaint of dis­ 
crimination on the part of railroads 
that exact higher rates for transport­ 
ing cattle and hogs than for carrying 
live stock “products" to Chicago from 
points west, northwest and south­ 
west, including Missouri river points 
and South St. Paul, Minn. The ex­ 
change made the complaint against 
the* Chicago Great Western and other 
railways engaged in this trafile. The 
commission holds that the discrimina­ 
tion is not justified in any way and 
subjects the live stock Interests to un­ 
reasonable prejudice and disadvant­ 
age. giving to the trafile in the “prod­ 
ucts” of live stock unreasonable pref­ 
erence. 
The commission reaffirms its prev­ 
ious decision in the Chicago Board of 
Trade case, and extends the principle 
therein announced to the transpora- 
tion of cattle and their products. 


O U T B R E A K OF “ S P O T T E D F E V E R . ” 


Three Men Dead and T w o Others Crit­ 
ically III. 
Dover, Me., Jan. 21.—Three men are 
dead and two others are critically ill 
as a result of an outbreak of spinal 
meningitis or “spotted fever,” in a 
lumbering camp at Lakeview planta­ 
tion, where thirty men have been em­ 
ployed. 
The camp has been broken up and 
the men who have been exposed to the 
disease have scattered in all direc­ 
tions, causing great alarm in this sec­ 
tion. Most of the lumbermen are said 
to have already exhibited symptoms 
of the disease. The state board of 
health has begun an investigation. 


Gets Twelve Years in Prison. 
St. Paul, Jan. 21.—Twelve years in 
the state prison was the sentence im­ 
posed Friday by Judge Kelly of the 
district court upon Charles M. Banks, 
who had pleaded guilty to the charge 
of robbery in the first degree. He had 
also been indicted for assault. This 
sentence will remove from St. Paul, it 
is thought, the man guilty of many at­ 
tacks made Inst fall upon women in 
the Midway district.
